Just take a glimpse at him. He throws 
his manure out under the eaves of his 
barn, ami lets it lie in sun ami air, leaching 
away half of its slretiglli into llie neighbor- 
ing streams.

Such was 
Macaulay at the age of thirty-five. His face 
lighted up when he spoke, particularly when 
making one of his parliamentary orations, 
which, however, had the fault (almost un- 
pardonable by an English audience) of being 
carefully prepared befure hand, and commit- 
ted lu memory. His voice was between a 
lisp and a burr, and his utterance was thick 
and husky for the first five minutes of de- 
livery. Alter thai his voice sounded grand- 
ly and clearly, and a pin could be heard 
drop in the House of Commons while he 
was speaking. Macaulay's personal ap- 
pearance greatly improved with advancing 
years. He became slighter in bis figure — 
less "pudgy," in fact: the deepened lines 
ol the lace, marked by thought, added ex- 
pression to it: his sand-colored hair became 
nearly while.

The Foster Imbroglio. 

Even a cusonl observer cannot fail lo note 
tlin unusual flutter ill h%'li quarters, in con- 
sequence of our exposure of the attempt to 
strangle the Foster resolution. Thuv- cer- 
tainly deserve credit for shitting their gro md, 
ami in trying to make " the worse appear 
the belter cause.'' !l is even denied that 
Dr. Helmuken is a mouth-piece of the ad- 
ministration. This no one believes, as ihe 
Jesuitical policy of professing one thing and 
doing another lias been loo long tried not to 
convince the most mcteiluloiis of its fallacy. 
A similar dodi^e was attempted when Ad- 
mirals and Post-Captains were denounced ; 
but die Queen's speech has settled that 
mailer. So the less said about not being a 
mouth-piece, the higher the stand in the 
opinion ol honest men. 

A case is attempted in be made out against 
Majoi Foster, because the petition prays thai 
the maximum price should be not less than 
4s. 2d. per acre But this was not the ground 
on which tin; " strong reasons" of Helmcken. 
Tolmie, Franklin & Co. were brought lot- 
ward to lay tin: resolution on the table. The 
strong point then was : a dispatch was re- 
ceived last steamer calling lor the remarks 
of His Excellency on the petition of the peo- 
ple of Victoria, and that this resolution 
would complicate the negotiations. Next 
thing was: wait till the House decided 
whether they will agree to pay the Civil 
List. Neither ol the famous trio uttered a 
solitary word about price till these strong 
reasons were received with merited con- 
tempt. Then the mouth-piece utg^d, as a 
dernier retort, the question of price. To this 
Major Foster promptly replied that he was 
ready to impose restrictions, as regards the 
occupation and stile ol lands, when the mai- 
ler came hereafter from England before the 
Hons..' for final settleireht. 

.v stiicl reading ol the petition would un- 
questionably give undue latitude for specu- 
liotl. Though that was never intended, il is 
no excuse for legislative blunders. Neither 
does it excuse Ihe attempt to lay the reso- 
lution — not petition — on the table for an 
indefinite period, for reasons every way Ml- 
wort.iy an honest administration. 

The only petition that meets the require- 
mi nls of the country is ihe people's petition, 
adopted July 1859. This asked for a 
pre-emption right to not more than 160 acres 
lo actual settlers, not only on the surveyed 
but unsurveyetl lands, That actual settlers 
should have a preference over capitalists, 
by having granted lo ihem ample time to 

select locations before the balance of the 

land was offered at public competition. And 
thai the price to the bona fide settler should 
not exceed SI 25 per acre or such price as 
would bandy pay the expenses of survey. 
Willi a period of live years in which lo 
liquidate it. This course would do justice 
lo the settler, and at the Mime lime afford 
opportunity for investment to the capitalist. 
Hut though this apparently met with the 
entire concurrence of His Excellency, is il 
not strange lhat no remarks were sent ! 
The deputation were told that probably it 
would be scut back to the Assembly wilh 
power to make it law. And yet it was 
never sent away till October or November I 
Our interests are certainly attended to with 
a vengeance. 

The petition of the Assembly endorsing 
it was not even passed till the '27th Septem- 
ber, tiiree months after its presentation to 
His Excellency and the House of .Assembly. 
Then, Ihe endorsement prayed that power 
be given the Assembly, as suggested by His 
Excellency to ihe deputation; fully show- 
in;; that neither petition was sent up to that 
time, lint we an.- told that urgency of othei 
matters detained it. San Joan affairs were 
urged b, the mouth-piece as an excuse. 
Never was there a more miserable apology ; 
for Harney's famous exploit never occurred 
till die cud of July, nearly a mouth after the 
petition was sent in. 

The design id' the Foster resolution was 
just the sine qua mm wanted by the country, 
however injudicious the wording. And this 
would have been Strangled if possible, Sup- 
pose the House would reluse to grant a Civil 
List; then tint maximum would be still £1 
an acre. lint by having the price reduced 
to -Is. '2d. through the united action of the 
local government, then there would be no 
price to obstruct tho settlement of the coun- 
try. A disposition is manifested in the 
Governor's speech to adopt a Civil List. 
If coupled with the promise to reduce the 
price of Ihe land, what then stands in the 
way of the Home (Jovettimeni beinp; re- 



sponsible lo pay the Civil List a little 
longer 1 If the land can not be soul 
a; £1 an acre, and lhat were the only source 
j from which the Civil List can be paid, the 
Home Government would bo in as hail a 
predicament as ever. No question exists, if 
reduction in the price is good for ihe Colony, 
it is good for Downing street. And conse- 
quently the attempt to lay the resolution on 
the table was only another attempt to stran- 
gle any one who attempts to place the 
Colony in the van of progress. 



Postal. — A poor lecturer on elocution once 
relorted on his audience, who complained 
that the lecture was not worth the price of 
ticket, by saying : Well, what can you 
expect for sixpence ! So the, government 
scribblers wilh art air of injured innocence 
at being told of the little or nothing done in 
the Do>t office, retort, — well, what can you 
expect for £300 a year from two able-bodied 
men! Considering the small sum thai this 
brace of patriots draw from a depleted trea- 
sury, it was a happy suggestion that log 
rolling'' of a different desctiption would 
pay better. The ex-deputy postmaster, 
howevei is charged w:th not doing his duty. 
Perhaps, no postmaster ever did approxi- 
mate nearer to satisfying the public than 
■'almost universal satisfaction," — for even 
a respectable and wealthy gentleman, re- 
siding in the suburbs, called several times 
at the Postoffice, last Friday to get his 
lelters and found no one there. This pro- 
bably often occurred to the ex-deputy ; 
but there was only one in charge then. 
There is this excuse now, the mail is larger, 
as there is a postoffice at Beggarville, Sail 
Spring Island. When the ex-deputy dis- 
charged the duties, there were not more 
than from three to fifteen times as many 
men in both colonies, lint perhaps two 
heatls are better than one, etc., as the non- 
descript will net the benefit of scribblers 
who occasionally galvanize iheir thought- 
machines in the intellectual occupation of 
assorting dead le ters, The salaries received, 
however, have not been fairly staled, as ihe 
deputy postmaster gets £'2Q'>\, with lodgings 
and fuel — worth JJ100 more. That is equiv- 
alent to £300 — very good wages in dull 
tunes. The clerk consequently only gels 
£100 from that fruitful place for assistants, 
tho Treasury, which wo doubt not has aided 
to innoculate the government literary de- 
pot — dead letters and newspapers—with ihe 
■• venom." But tins would be scarcely no- 
ticeable, were it not for the £100 a year 
eked out to doctor the nondescript, beyond 
question in a sickly condition. It will be 
mysterious if it improves, for chronic cere- 
bral affections arc as difficult in cute as to 
gloss over ihe follies of the government. 

Public Cisterns. — Now that our Fin; 
Department is .about being organized on a 
permanent and efficient basis, would b not 
be weil if the proper authorities were lo sel 
ihe chain-gang at work building a lew more 
cisterns At present we have but two. ami 
they, we tear, would not lie very reliable in 
ease oi a fire. Wu need about seven more 
cisterns, before we can be secure against a 
conflagration which in a shoil .--pace ol time 
might almost sweep our fair loa n out ol ex- 
istence. 

Watchman Stabbed. — On Sunday night, 
an Indian, who has long been in ihe employ 
of the II. I!. Co. as a night watchman, was 
Stabbed by some person unknown, while on 
duty at the gale on Government street. The 
wound was in ihe side, and is quite an ugly 
one, Sergeant Taylor, of the Police, look 
him io Dr. Trimble, who dressed his wound. 
The Indian is fiom the Russian Possessions, 
having been taken a prisoner at ihe seige ol 
Pelropaiiloski in 1854, and has always been 
found very trustworthy. 

Drying U?. — It will be gratifying news 
I to ibose of our British Columbia friends who 
I may contemplate a trip to Victoria shortly, 
1 to leant ilia: the streets are once more pa-s- 
able. The warm spring sun has the effect 
of drying op ihe mini, and rendering travel- 
in 1 .' possible, if not really agreeable, much 
to ihe disgust of all respectable boot-blacks, 
who have reaped a large harvest of quarters 
during the past winter. 

Tiger Engine Co. No. 2. — This com- 
pany was organized last evening at the 
Phcunix Saloon by Ihe election of ihe fol- 
lowing-named gentlemen as ollieers: Fore- 
man, John M. Thaili J 1st Assist, do., Moses 
Ph Hips ; 2d Assist, do., Daviil Forbes; Trea- 
surer, John Parker; Secretary, C. G. Cusli- 
man. We understand that the orgaiization 
is very complete, and the company bids fair 
to rank second to none in the city in point 
of efficiency. 

Gobs this Morning.— The steamer 
Beaver will leave for New Westminster 
this morning at (> o'clock, carrying freight 
and passengers. The little vessel looks 
well in her new dress. 



City Government, — Port Tow nsend has 
been organized into a city. Five trustees 
have been chosen, and Geo, H. Gerrish 
elected President. Jas. G. Swan lias been 
appointed committing magistrate; J. G. 
Clingler, Treasurer, and H. H. MoNear 
City Marshal. A regular election will be 
heltl on the first Monday of next month.

ARRIVAL OP THE Y. T . B. SCR ANTON 

FOUR DAYS LATER NEWS. 

Tho bark \V. B. Soranton arrived yester- 
day morning from San Francisco; bringing 
papers from California to the 14th inst., from 
which we take tin; following summary: 
California. 

A thief, named Frank Clements, attempt- 
ed to commit suicide in San Francisco, on 
the 10th inst., by hanging himself with a 
clothes-line. He was cut clown before life 
was extinct, and taken to jail on a charge of 
having committed a robbery on the same 
day. 

The massanre of Indian women ami chil- 
dren at Humboldt Hay still continues to at- 
tract considerable attention throughout Cali- 
fornia; ami tlie murderers are universally 
denounced. 

Vanderbilt has formed a combination with 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, and 
will probably draw off his steamers from the 
California route. 

The Great Republic, Ocean Telegraph. 
Harry Hastings, Good Hope, Reynard and 
Expounder, all clipper ships, arrived at San 
Francisco on the 11th, from the East. 

Four Frenchmen were poisoned at Oak- 
land on the same day, from eating load- 
stools. One of them died the next day. 

A solid mass of gold is reported to have 
been struck at tiro new quartz lodes in 
Southern Oregon. 

Dr. Chase is to be auain tried for vitiating 
the acids of the U. S. Mint at San Fran- 
cisco. 

John Jessie Smith, a colored man, was 
found murdered on the 3d of March, about 
ten miles below Grass Valley 

Flour continues drooping in San Francis- 
co; sales on the 12lh at So '25 a $5 50 for 
superfine Gulden Gate. Beans are scarce 
and very high; Bayos, 5j a 5 l-2c ; White, 
ordinary quality, 4 3-8e. 

The States. 

On the 16th, Lord Lyons laid the proposi- 
tion of his Government in regard to San Jium 
before the Secretary of S,atc. It is already 
rumored that it will be rejected, as the ['resi- 
dent is determined not m back down from 
the position he has assumed. 

On the L7th February a tire broke out in 
McLean's dry goods store, in Coltlbortl 
street, Brand lord, C. W., which, extending 
each way on both sides of the street, de- 
stroyed twenty-live buildings, involving a 
loss of from §100,000 to 8200,000. 

Three thousand persons attended an Ita- 
lian sympathy meeting in New York lately, 
notwithstanding a heavy fall of snow at the 
time. 

Mr. Lane, the defaulting teller of the Ful- 
ton Bank, according to dispatches from New 
York, Feb. LSlli, has been convicted. 

George Wi Ikes sailed for Europe in the 
City ol Washington, on the 18th, to report 
the Derby races and the fight for the cham- 
pionship. 

A destructive tire occurred on Market 
street. Boston, on die 19lh February; S30,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed, and 
two fiiemen killed. 

Forty-nine school children are reported to 
have been drowned opposite the town of 
Hardin, on the Illinois River, while playing 
on the ice. 

Another battle had been fought between 
the Texas Rangers and the Cortinas band of 
Mexican desperadoes, in which tho latter 
were defeated with great loss. 

U. S. troops are to be sent into Chihuahua, 
Mexico, to protect American citizens. 

The Liberal forces were gaining great 
successes over Miramon in Mexico.

Europe. 

The Kangaroo, with European dates to 
the 'id. and the Arabia, to the 4th of Febru-

The organ of Lord Palmerston speaks 
more decidedly than at first reported. It 
intimates that Austria has given up all hope 
of retrieving her position and influence in 
Italy, and not only sheathes her sword, but 
puts it aside. She must also, it is urged, 
grant leform in Venetia. The Pans Patrie 
says annexation will be subordinate to the 
results of universal suffiage. All the 
Powers are agreed as to the propriety of 
that measure. Numerous instances are 
mentioned showing the continued ferment- 
ation of the revolutionary feeling in Central 
Italy: 

Lc Kurd says that on lhe.30th of January, 
couriers left Paris and London with identi- 
cal instruct ions to the representatives of 
France and England at Turin, directum 
them to make known to the Sardinian Cabi- 
net that those two Governments see no ob- 
jection to the annexation of Central Italy to 
Sardinia. The Italian question, with the 
development of every additional fact, is 
tending to a solution in the accomplishment 
of independence. 

The Catholic Archbishop of Dublin pub- 
lishes a letter calling for a tribute for tho 
Pope. 

Kossuth has suddenly disappeared from 
London, and it was thought litul gone to 
to Hungary. w 

The London stock market had, been de- 
pressed, but was reviving. 

Australia. 

By way of San Francisco, we have somo 
itoms of general interest from Australia. 

The brig Elleuita, which sailed from San 
Francisco for Australia, somo six months 
ago, foundered at sea on the 16th of October 
last. The captain and mate, and seven 
passengers reached the west end of Sarati 
Island, four dnys afterward,] where they 



were plundered by the natives of every- 
thing they had, before the Europeans could 
come to their assistance. They subse- 
quently reached Australia, where the balance 
of the passengers and crew had arrived 
some days belore them. 

Daniel C. Kelly, chief officer of the Ame- 
rican ship Mai ilia, was lost oveboard from 
the vessel while on her way to Australia, on 
the 3d ol October. 

The steamerThistle was wrecked on tho 
23d of Dec, at Port Albert, Victoria, while 
seeking to enter the harbor. No lives were 
lust. 

On the 10th of December, r (ire broke out 
at Ballarat, Victoria, which caused a loss of 
£25,000, in houses and other properly. 

The American whaling brig Marlon was 
lost at the entrance of Apia harbor on the 
16th of Octobor. 

South America. 

("apt. Lambert, commander of "H. B. M. 
war steamer Vixen, was murdered at Lima, 
Peru, on the Dili nil., by a number of natives. 
His body was found in tho water near a fa- 
vorite bathing-place. His skull was frac- 
tured; the scalp was nearly cut oil' with a 
knile, and his wrists were blackened as if 
some one had held him while others dealt 
the blows that killed him. Several arrests 
have been made. 

Mr. Wyke, British Minister to Central 
America, has made a treaty with Honduras, 
restoring unconditionally the Bay Islands to 
that State, and has made another treaty with 
Nicaragua, abandoning the British protec- 
torate over the Mosquito coast. 

The government of Buenos Ayres have 
ro uced their squadron to three'sleamers, 
ordering three others to be sold.
